Accord- 
ingly He allowed a multitude to fol- 
low Him into a mountain to the 
northeast of the Sea of Galilee. 
There He worked the tremendous 
miracle of multiplying five barley 
loaves and two fishes to such an ex- 
tent that His disciples were able to 
feed the multitude of five thousand 
men together with their wives and 
children. After they had partaken, 
the disciples gathered up twelve 
baskets of the fragments. 

One can well imagine the pro- 
found impression made upon the 
people by this manifestation of sup- 
ernatural power. Actions constitute 
the one universal Esperanto, the 
one language understood by all 
mankind. In this unmistakable lan- 
guage did the Master present the 
credentials of His divine power and 
authority. It was in no spirit of 
mere ostentation that the Saviour 
worked this miracle. It was for the 
special purpose of convincing the 
people of His divine power and 
thereby preparing their minds for 
the reception of the great doctrine 
of the Holy Eucharist.

The Promise 


The second is the stage of the 
promise. Jesus utilizes the two 
previous miracles to inculcate the 
necessity of belief in Him. Thus 
when the Jews asked: “What shall 
we do, that we may work the works 
of God?” Jesus answered: “This is 
the work of God, that you believe in 
Him Whom He hath sent. 


In leading up to the promise that 
Jesus is about to make to them, He 


themselves, saying: How can this 
man give us His flesh to eat?” 

Now, if Christ wished to be under- 
stood in a figurative manner, it 
would have been His duty not only 
as the Son of God, but even as an 
honest Teacher, to correct the Jews 
and say to them: “You misunder- 
stand me. You think that I am re- 
ferring to my flesh, whereas I am 
speaking figuratively and am refer- 
ring only to a symbol.” Is _ that 
actually what Christ does? Let St. 
John make answer: “Then Jesus 
said to them: Amen, Amen I say 
unto you: Except you eat the flesh 
of the Son of Man and drink His 
blood you shall not have life in you.” 


More Emphatic 


[t is to be observed that Jesus now 
speaks more emphatically than ever. 
The use of the double expletive, 
“Amen, Amen,” indicates that the 
words which follow are of especial 
moment. Instead of softening His 
statement, He increases its vigor to 
the extent of declaring their delib- 
erate refusal to accept His great gift 
will rob them of eternal life. 


Then without pause, Christ re- 
states His teaching in the plainest 


:|and simplest terms, so that it would 


seem almost impossible for even the 
slowest witted auditor in the crowd 
to fail to perceive His meaning. 
Thus He says: “He that eateth my 
flesh, and drinketh my blood, hath 
everlasting life: and I will raise him 
up on the last day. For my flesh is 
meat indeed, and my blood is drink 
indeed. He that eateth my flesh, 
and drinketh my blood, abideth in 
me, and I in him.” It will be noted 
that in each of the four consecutive 
sentences, Jesus uses the double 
phrase “to eat my flesh and drink 


refers by way of contrast to the 
manna which their fathers received 
during their journey across. the 
desert. “I am the bread of life,” He 
says. “Your fathers did eat manna 
in the desert, and are dead. This is 
the bread that cometh down from 
heaven; that if any man eat of it 
he may not die. I am the living 
bread which came down from 
heaven. If any man eat of this 
bread, he shall live for ever.” Now 
note how after pointing out the 
superiority of the bread which He 


‘is about to give them over the manna 


rained down from heaven upon their 
fathers, Christ proceeds at once to 
tell them what that bread is: “And 


give, is my flesh, for the life of the 
world.” 

Did the Jews understand Christ 
to speak figuratively or literally, 
when He made this great promise? 
That they understood Jesus to speak 
literally is unmistakably evident 
from their immediate response: 


“The Jews therefore strove among) 


my blood.” Even to the extent of 
\what might seem to some as weari- 
some repetition, the Master exhausts 
all the possibility of human lan- 
guage in making His meaning un- 
mistakably clear. He evidently 
wishes to place it forever beyond 
dispute. 

Jesus follows the exposition of 
ithe gift He is soon to bestow upon 
‘them, by revealing His loving pur- 
| pose, saying that he who does this 
“abides in me and I in him.” It is a 
pledge of the intimate union of the 
‘soul of the creature with its God. 
Then the Master reminds them of 
His divine power and authority, say- 
ing: “As the living Father hath sent 
me, and I live by the Father; so he 
that eateth me, the same also shall 
live by me,” 


A Hard Doctrine 


But human nature does not al-

mirably the words of _ institution 
dovetail into the words of promise 
and form the concluding link in a 
carefully arranged chain. Observe 
how clearly and simply Christ 
speaks: This is my body; this is my 
blood. What words could be plain- 
er? What more could even an Omni- 
potent Being have done to have en- 
sured the utmost charity in present- 
ing His doctrine? It would seem 
that Christ had exhausted every 
means of setting forth His teaching 
in the clearest and most unmistak- 
able terms. 

The question now arises: How did 
the Apostles understand Jesus to 
speak? They who were within the 
sound of His voice, they who under- 
stood and spoke the same language 
as the Master, surely they are better 
calculated to understand the mean- 
ing of Christ’s words to them, than 
critics who are separated by a chasm 
of nineteen hundred years, and who 
do not understand the language with 
the intimacy and the accuracy of 
those to whom it was their vernacu- 
lar—their familiar daily speech. 


The Application 


To answer this question we have 
but to ascertain how the Apostles 
applied His teaching in their min- 
istry. This may be said to be the 
fourth and final stage—the transla- 
tion of a teaching into actual prac- 
tice. Did the Apostles bless and dis- 
tribute merely bread and wine, or 
did they consecrate what they be- 
lieved to be the body and blood of 
Jesus Christ? If they professed to 
distribute merely a symbol or re- 
minder of the Saviour’s flesh and 
blood, then the Catholic interpreta- 
tion falls to the ground. If on the 
other hand, the Apostles proclaimed 
that they were dispensing the body 
and blood of the Saviour, and were 
doing so at His express command, 
then every fairminded person will 
surely be compelled to acknowledge 
that the Catholic interpretation is 
that of the Apostles and of Christ, 
and alone is tenable. 

Let St. Paul answer for the Apos- 
tles. About eighteen years after St. 
Matthew wrote this Gospel, St. Paul 
wrote a letter to the Christian com-

In these words St. Paul expressed 
clearly and unequivocally the faith 
of the Apostles and of the infant 
Church in the real presence of 
Christ in the Holy Eucharist. Mark 
how he charges the person who re 
ceives the sacrament unworthily 
with the guilt “of the body and 
blood of the Lord.” But how could 
a person be guilty of so heinous a 
crime, if he had merely eaten a lit- 
tle bread and drunk a little wine? 
Surely one cannot be charged with 
the crime of homicide if he does vio- 
lence merely to the picture or statue 
of a man, and does not touch the 
man himself. St. Paul’s solemn ad- 
monition would be therefore utterly 
meaningless if the person receiving 
the sacrament did not really receive 
the body and blood of Christ. 


Voice of Antiquity 


“Plain and simple reason,” ob- 
serves Cardinal Wiseman, “seems to 
tell us that the presence of Christ’s 
body is necessary for an offence 
committed against it. A man cannot 
be ‘guilty of majesty,’ unless the 
majesty exists in the object against’ 
which his crime is committed. In 
like manner, an offender against the 
Blessed Eucharist cannot be des- 
cribed as guilty of Christ’s Body and 
Blood, if these be not in the Sacra- 
ment.” (Lectures on the Real Pres- 
ence, p. 319). 

The interpretation of St. Paul but 
reflects the almost unanimous teach- 
ing of the Fathers and Doctors of 
the early Church. Space will permit 
the testimony of but one of the 
Fathers, St. Cyril of Jerusalem, who 
wrote in the fourth century as fol- 
lows: “As a life-giving Sacrament 
we possess the sacred Flesh of 


youth, Pope St. Damascus inscribed 
the epitaph: “He preferred to yield 
his soul in death, than to betray the 
heavenly members (of Christ) to 
raving dogs.” Do men and even lit- 
tle children risk injury and even 
death itself to protect a mere piece 
of bread? To ask the question is to 
answer it. In the inscription upon 
the tomb of St. Tarcisius the belief 
of the infant Church in the real 
presence of Christ in the Holy 
Eucharist shines forth more lumi- 
nously than in a ton of theoretical 
arguments. 


Such was the faith not only of the 
Apostles and of the early Church, 
but such remains to this day after 
the lapse of nineteen centuries, the 
faith of all branches of Christianity 
save only Protestantism, which ap- 
peared upon the scene only in the 
sixteenth century. For the Greek 
Church which seceded from ‘the 
Catholic Church about a thousand 
‘years ago, the present Russian 
Church, the schismatic Copts, Ar- 
menians, Syrians, Chaldeans and in 
fact all the Oriental sects, even 
though no longer in communion 
with the see of Rome, still hold fast 
to the teaching of Christ and the be- 
lief of His Apostles in the real pres- 
ence of the body and blood, soul and 
divinity of our Lord in the Holy 
Eucharist. 


Under One Form 


“Why do you give Communion to 
the laity,” asked an inquirer recent- 
ly, “under the form of bread and not 
under the form of wine as well?” 
The fact is, contrary to the assump- 
tion underlying the above question, 
that Christ is present whole and en- 
tire, both under the form of bread 
and under the form of wine. Christ 
clearly taught this when He said: 
“He that eateth this Bread shall live 
forever” (John 6:54). St. Paul 
plainly taught the same truth when 


Christ and His Precious Blood under | 
the appearances of bread and wine” 
(In Luc. xxii, 19). “What seems to 
be bread is not bread, but Christ’s 
Body; what seems to be wine is not 
wine, but Christ’s Blood” (Cath., 
[V, 9). 

A further guide to the belief of 
the early Church is found in the 
method of administering this Sacra- 
ment. The custom of receiving Holy 
Communion while fasting dates from 
‘the early centuries of the Christian 
era. Upon administering the sacred 
Host the celebrant said: “The Body 
of the Lord,” and the communicant 
answered : “Amen.” Receiving the 
‘Host into his hands he placed It at 


he wrote to the Corinthians: “‘Who- 


‘soever shall eat or drink the chalice 


of the Lord unworthily shall be 
guilty of the body and blood of the 
Lord” (I Cor. 11: 27). While it was 
the common custom for the first 
twelve centuries to give Communion 
under both kinds, the concurrent 
practice of administering the Holy 
Eucharist under either kind had 
likewise the approval of the Church. 

The present law of giving Com- 
munion to the laity only under the 
form of bread dates from the Coun- 
cil of Constance, in 1414, which con- 
demned the contention of the Hus. 
sites of Bohemia that the cup was 
absolutely necessary.

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A WEAK ALTERNATIVE 


The Reverend Dr. Harry 
Emerson Fosdick, pastor of 
the Riverside Church, New 
York City, points out that in 
rejecting the authority of 
the Catholic Church Protes- 
tantism discarded the only 
source of certainty in faith. 
The Reverend gentleman, 
however, assumes that there 
might still be one other way 
of havin this certainty, 
namely, “through a personal, 
inward, convincing aware- 
ness of God.” Here the min- 
ister is inclined to identify 
sincerity with truth, as non- 
Catholics nerally are so 
prone to do. There is, of 
course, a wide difference. 
For long centuries everyone 
sincerely believed that the 
world stood still and the sun 
moved, but they were wrong 
none the less. One might 
sincerely believe that Christ 
was a a specimen of 
manhood and a great teach- 
er, but not believe Him to be 
God. Here sincerity would 
be at great variance with the 
truth, and a truth so funda- 
mental that Almighty God 
eould not be satisfied with 
the erroneous sincerity. 

Protestants need only to 
accept the sane _ principle 
that the whole human race, 
to which the gospel is to be 
preached, could be united in 
one common faith only by a 
supreme authority, a _ reli- 
able, divinely commissioned 
teacher, and therefore a 
teacher infallible in matters 
relating to faith and morals. 
And it is too bad that their 
prejudices prevent them 
from accepting that almost 
axiomatic truth; too bad 
that their prejudices rather 
incline them to look for 
“peace in believing’ by fol- 
lowing the method which Dr. 
Fosdick believes to be an 
alternative and (according to 
him) the only other alterna- 
tive, namely, that of deceiv- 
ing oneself into believing 
that Almighty God reveals to 
him who longs to be close to 
Him what is the truth. How 
a man free from prejudices 
can assume this in face of 
the fact that the testimony 
of any given thousand per- 
sons, who might act on the 
Protestant theory, would ke 
a jumble of contradictions? 

We quote from Dr. Fos- 
dick: 

“Religious certitude can be 
attained in only two ways, by 
belief in the imfallibility of 
some external authority such 
as the Pope, or by having a 
personal awareness of God.

EFFECTS OF BIRTH CONTROL 

The many evil effects of birth 
control in the United States were 
recently pointed out by the com- 
mittee on social changes. 

The committee recently gest- 
ed that continuance of the declining 
birth rate implied far-reaching 
shifts in the educational, political 


try. The report, written by Warren 
S. Thompson and P. K. Whelpton 
and published by the McGraw-Hill 
Book Company, Inc., is the latest 


:| volume resulting from the studies 


begun by the committee at the re- 
quest of President Hoover. 

Writing under the title “Popula- 
tion Trends in the United States,” 
the authors point out that births 
have declined in annual totals since 
1921, although, during that period, 
there has been a constantly in- 
creasing adult population. 

On the basis of their studies the 
authors estimate that, with its rate 
of increase slowed down, the popu- 
lation of the United States may 
pass 150,000,000 in 1980, at which 
time it is estimated that the annual 
rate of increase will have fallen to 
less than 1 per cent: The increase 
was 16 per cent in the decade end- 
ed with 1930. 

The authors suggest the declin- 
ing birth rate, attributed to birth 
control, may have been a contribu- 
ting factor in bringing the depres- 
sion. 

“Recause ‘business as usual’ has 
been predicated to such an extent 
upon a rapidly growing population 
in the past it is reasonable to urge 
that the change in the rate of popu- 
lation growth now going on, and to 
be expected in the future, be given 
careful consideration in planning 
for the rationalization of social and 
economic life,” the report states. 

Effects of Longer Life-Span. 

In conjunction with the decline 
in births there has been a progres- 
sive lengthening of the span of life 
of adults, owing to-advances in 
medical science, the -report says. 
An increasing demand for old-age 
pensions is cited as one likely re- 
sult of the trend toward a greater 
number of adults of advanced ages. 
In industry, the authors point out, 
it may be necessary to adopt a new 
policy looking to the retention of 
middle-aged employees to a greater 
extent than is now the case. 

In the political field, it is pointed 
out, an increasing number of vot-

To check the trend toward small- 
er families, special means such as 
the establishment of wages for 
mothers, to be paid by the State, 
may be necessary, the report de- 
clares.

WEEKLY CALENDAR 
OF THE FEAST DAYS 


Sunday, May 28.—St. Germanus, 
Bishop and Abbot, was known as 
the glory of the Church in France 
during the sixth century. Chosen 
to fill the See of Paris he was noted 
for his charity and by his eloquence 
converted King Childebert who 
founded many religious institutions 
and gave large sums for charity. 
He died in 576. 

Monday, May 29.-—St. Cyril suf- 
fered while still a boy at Caesarea 
in Cappadocia, during the persecu- 
tions of the third century. He was 
beaten and reviled by his heathen 
father, but bore all his trials with 
joy. When led to the fire for his 
execution he gazed unmoved at the 
flames and expired, hastening, as 
he said, to his home. 

Tuesday, May~*30.---St. Felix T, 
Pope and Martyr, succeeded St. 
Dionysius in the government of the 
Church in 269. During his reign 
Paul of Samosata, Bishop of An- 
tioch, was excommunicated for 
gross heresy concerning the Divine 
Nature of Christ and the mysteries 
of the Trinity and the Incarnation. 
When the persecution of Aurelian 
broke out St. Felix was among 
those who obtained the crown of 
martyrdom in 274. 

Wednesday, May 31.—St. Pet- 
ronilla, virgin, is said to have been 
a daughter of St. Peter, who was 
married before he was called to 
become one of the Apostles. She 


lived at Rome and was buried at 
a spot on the road to Andea where 
in ancient times a cemetery and 
church bore her name. 


Thursday, June 1.—St. Justin, 
Martyr, born in the first year the 
second century, sought the true 
source of wisdom among the many 
diverse schools in philosophy. The 
Scriptures and the constancy of the 
Christian martyrs led Justin from 
the darkness of human reason to 
the light of faith. At Rome he seal- 
ed his testimony with his blood, 
surrounded by his disciples.

This needlepoint creation was by 
Isabella Pinkerton (Mrs. Chal- 
mers’ sister) who was the eldest 
of Allan F8nkerton’s ten children. 
Isabella was born in Dundee, Ik, 
but when she was a little gir] her 
parents removed to Chicago, where 
their daughter “was entered in the 
old Dearborn school that stood at 


Madison and State streets. During el 


the frolic and romp of a recess 
peo a day in 1850, she lost her 
ooting and fell down a stairway, 
suffering irreparable spinal injury 
that stayed with her until the end 
of her short life.” 


“For thirteen years after the 
crippling accident Isabella lived, 
but never again did she know a 
well day. All of her family’s 
money and prestige—Allan Pin- 
kerton was soon to give his mem- 
orable services to the government 
to help uncover war conspiracies— 
could bring no relief.” 

Miss De Young further relates 
that upon Mrs. Chalmers’ advice 
Isabella was sent to St. Mary’s be- 
cause it was in the country. And 


_ there it seemed all of her energy 


and ability went into her needle- 
work. The chair is only one of 
many lovely things she did. The 
ae made between 1859 and 


Isabella Pinkerton died at nine- 
teen. But she did not_ suffer in 
vain. The Country Home for Con- 
valescent Children, with its play- 
grounds and woodlands near Whea- 
ton, Til. (Wheaton is a neighbor to 
Chicago) is a daily memorial of 
family love for the afflicted one, 
who was always gentle and patient 
and an inspiration for Mrs. Chal- 
mers in her work for suffering lit- 
tle ones. Generous citizens have 
liberally co-operated in this work 
for crippled children, until this 
home has become “a model insti- 
tution of its kind throughout the 
world.”

The history of Catholicism in 
the Calumet Region dates back to 
before the Civil War and begins 
with the various Catholic families 
that coming from Germany settled 
on farms in what was then known 
as Saxony, now Columbia Avenue 
and 17ist Street.

The Rev. Francis Xavier 
Baumgartner 


On April 7, 1883, Father Francis 
. Baumgartner was appointed the 
first resident pastor of this parish 
and took up his work immediately. 
On May 30th of that same year 
Bishop Joseph Dwenger visited the 
parish, blessed the church, admin- 
istered Confirmation and conse- 
crated a bell. Father Baumgartner 
did not long labor in this field, for 
death claimed him on May 9, 1885. 


The Rev. Henry M. Plaster 


Father Henry M. Plaster began 
his work as pastor of this parish on 
August 16th, 1885. His first care 
was the establishment of a paro- 
chial school. One month after his 
coming he had a new building 20x40 
ready for use and a layman, Mr. 
John Bergman, was placed in 
charge. The following year (1886) 
the Sisters of Providence with Sis- 
ter Clementine took charge of the 
school, 


In 1904 the parish celebrated 
jointly its own Silver Jubilee and 
the Silver Jubilee of the ordination 
of Father Plaster. Assistant 
priests. had been assigned to the 
parish since 1890 and the rectory 
furnished cramped accommodations 
for the pastors in charge. As a 
jubilee gift the parish built the 
present rectory which was complet- 
ed that same year. 


In 1898 at the instance of Father 
Plaster the Sisters of Saint Fran- 
cis coming from Lafayette started 
the present Saint Margaret Hos- 
pital. 

Parish building operations rested 
until 1812 when the present mag- 
nificent church was begun. Its con- 
struction continued well into 1913, 
though in June, 1913, it was pressed 
into use. The dedication took place 
on March 22nd, 1914, with Bishop 
Herman Joseph Alerding officiat- 
ing and Monsignor George Herr, 
Prothonotary Apostolic, celebrat- 
ing Pontifical High Mass. The 
church measured 160x60 feet and 
cost without its furnishings about 
$75,000.00. 


Father Plaster remained until 
December, 1916. He paid off prac- 
tically all the debts incurred in the 
building program :a1 left the par- 
ish efficiently organized both spir- 
itually and materially. The parish 
was also numerically strong in 
spite of the fact that several other 
Catholic parishes had been formed 
and had taken some of their mem- 
bership from the mother-church. 

The Rev. John Berchmans Berg 


Father Berg became pastor on 
January 10th, 1917, coming to 
Hammond from the Sacred Heart 
parish in Whiting. Coming only a 
few months before the United 
States was drawn into the World 
War his activities were concerned 
with the problems the war and the 
abnormal times that followed. Very 
soon 158 stars appeared on the par- 
ish service banner, one being turn- 
ed into a gold star. Auxiliary or- 
ganizations had to be organized 
and there were many participations 
in the various patriotic movements 
that characterized those days. 


The parish soon doubled and trip- 
led its membership because of the 
influx of workers into this district 
and the work of absorbing these 
into parish life made normal parish 
organization almost impossible. 
The influenza epidemic meant he- 
roic work on the part of the priests, 

Having an eye on the future ma- 
terial development of the parish 
Father Berg purchased various 
pieces of property. Two lots fac- 
ing Russell street and two facing 
Clinton street were bought, Eight 
on Standard avenue were also pur- 
chased and ten acres of ground 
were added to the cemetery. 
Father Berg remained pastor un- 
til June 22nd, 1927 when, after a 
lingering . sickness, the angel of

The school was begun on October 
14th, 1928, and was ready for the 
1929 school term. 


Dedication services were held 
November 17th, 1929 with the 
Bishop officiating, while the Most 
Rev, George Finnigan, Bishop of 
Helena, Montana, presided at the 
throne. Father James Nickels, a 
boy of the parish, celebrated the 
Solemn High Mass. The school 
building was built thoroughly mod- 
ern, containing 15 classrooms and 
cost $160,000, 


Father Janseh, in his pastoral 
work, continued the work of Father 
Berg in welding together the var- 
ious parish groups. To accomplish 
this and at the same time to devel- 
op lay activity and leadership he 
fostered the formation of many or- 
ganizations. Social, Educational 
and Spiritual ideals are - being 
brought more and mecre into the 
everyday cooperation of the lay- 
man. The old school remodeled and 
re-dedicated as Saint Joseph’s 
Atheneum has been made the cen- 
ter of these activities. During the 
last two years the formation and 
cooperation of the Catholic Asso- 
ciated Charities has been one of the 
immediate results of this plan of 
developing lay leadership. That 
this has been successful is attested 
by the fact that the letters of ap- 
pointment as Monsignor make men- 
tion and praise his personal activi- 
ties in this field. 


Other Parish Data 


During the years of its existence 
the parish has given nine boys to 
the Catholic Priesthood and 25 of 
its girls have answered the call to 
enter the convent. The entire par- 
ish has always interested itself in 
civic problems and members have 
held at one time or another positions 
in every office the city had to offer. 
Along with the pastors mentioned 
twenty-one have served as assist- 
ant pastors with Fathers John 
Bartkowski and Alphonse Mers- 
mann holding that assignment at 
present. The school is still in 
charge of the Sisters of Providence 
with Sister Marie Bernard as the 
present Superior. Messrs. Frank 
Hoess, Leonard Knoerzer, George 
Kussmaul, Bernard Shearon and 
Joseph W. Weis constitute the 
present parish council. 


The Future 


That the parish will continue and 
prosper is a foregone conclusion 
for its history has to a great ex- 
tent been the same as the history 
of the city of Hammond. It will 
thrive just as the city itself grows 
and thrives. 

Since Monsignor Jansen will oc- 
cupy such a central place in the 
ceremonies of next Sunday it may 
be well to publish the following 
data as a little summary of his ac- 
tivities and work thus far. 

Father Jansen, as his people have 
been accustomed to address him, 
was born in Essen, Germany on 
May 7th, 1874. His family emi- 
grated to America in 1883 and this 
year celebrates the Golden Jubilee 
of their coming to this country. The 
family took residence in New York 
and there the children, there were 
nine of them, attended the paro- 
chial schools. He lived near the 
“Tough” river section, the same 
section that has given us such men 
as Cardinals Hayes and Mundelein 
and the well-known Alfred FE. 
Smith. 

Grade school work finished he 
sought employment and although 
only thirteen years old, served as 
Private Secretary to Mr. Louis 
Benziger, of the Benziger Brothers’ 
Church Goods House. Two calls 
became more and more clear as the 
days went on. The one, the call to 
serve in the ranks of the Catholic 
Priesthood, the second the call to 
live his life outside of New York, 
somewhere in the Middle West.

On July (5th, 1927, he succeeded 
the beloved Father John Berg as 
pastor of Saint Joseph's church, 
Hammond.

but also because of his work in dew 
veloping lay leadership. Organiza- 
tions of laymen have flourished im 
the parish as never before. To the 
usual four organizations found fore-. 
most in every parish he developed 
a new organization known as “The 
District Chairmen.” The Parish 
was divided into districts and pick« 
ed men set at the head of each to 
visit and to study the needs of all 
parishioners, studying needs both 
spiritual and temporal.

“The Long Road Home,” by John 
Moody, is the story of a conversion.

The Real Reason 


Is it not evident, therefore, to 
every fair-minded reader who faces 
the facts honestly and squarely, that 
the Scriptures show that Christ 
taught the doctrine of the real 
presence clearly and unmistakably? 
Is it not evident that the Catholic 
in accepting this doctrine is simply 
manifesting his faith in the veracity 
and teaching authority of Jesus 
Christ? Why then is it that the ma- 
jority of Protestant Christians do 
not accept the doctrine despite the 
clarity with which it is taught by 
the Saviour? In the writer’s judg- 
ment one of the important reasons 
is because the divinity of Christ and 
His authority as an infallible teach- 
er is no longer held by vast sections 
of Protestantism. Another is be- 
cause it involves a mystery and is 
beyond the capacity of the human 
mind fully to comprehend. And 
mysteries and the supernatural are 
unpalatable to many non-Catholics 
today. A further reason is because 
environment and rearing have closed 
their minds against such a doctrine, 
and they have never taken the pains 
to investigate for themselves. 


however, that 
most difficult to answer, is: How 
can people who eall themselves 
Christians and still profess to be- 
lieve in the divinity of Christ, deny 
that which Jesus Christ taught in 
the clearest terms, namely, the doc- 
trine of the Real Presence? It 
easy enough to understand how the 
agnostic, though mistaken, can deny 
the doctrine because of his denial of 
the divinity of Christ. But how a 
Christian who professes to believe 
in the teaching authority of Christ 
can deny His plain teaching con- 
cerning the Real Presence is indeed 
difficult to understand. 

For 1500 years all Christendom 
was united in the literal under- 
standing of the Saviour’s words. In 
the sixteenth century it became the 
fashion to give new and arbitrary 
interpretations to passages in the 
Scriptures in accordance with one’s 
private whim and fancy. The 
amount of religious anarchy and 
confusion which was brought about 
by this practice is evident from the 
fact that within seventy-five years 
over 200 different interpretations 
were given to the clear, simple 
words of Christ: “This is my body.” 
At Ingolstadt in 1577 Christopher 
Rasperger wrote a whole book en- 
titled “Two Hundred Interpreta- 
tions of the Words: “This is My 
Body.’” It shows how hard pressed 
the founders of the new sects were 
to defend their arbitrary interpre- 
tations. 


Till his death Luther defended 
the literal interpretation against 
such innovators as Zwingli, Carl- 
stadt, and Ogecolampedus, though 
with characteristic ill logic, he war- 
red against the sacrifice of the Mass. 
Indeed he confesses that he was

tempted to deny the Real Presence 


in order “to give a great smack in 
the face to Popery” but the words 
of Christ in the Scriptures and the 
voices of antiquity were too over- 
whelming in its favor. Thus in a let- 
ter to the Christians of Strasburg, 
written in 1524, he acknowledges 
that the plain natural meaning of 
the words was so clear and forceful 
as to admit of no escape. “I am 
caught,” he wrote, “I cannot escape, 


the text is too forcible” (De Wette, 
II, 577). | 


A Fair Conclusion 


It is moreover a law of inter pre- 
tation, universally recognized by 
scholars, that a passage is always 
to be construed in its obvious mean- 
ing unless there is some good reason 
for interpreting it figuratively. But 
the words of Christ “to eat my flesh, 
and drink my blood,” cannot be in- 
terpreted figuratively without doing 
violence to the whole passage. Why? 
Because this phrase when _inter- 
preted figuratively has a meaning 
which is totally repugnant to the 
whole context. Thus, the phrase, “to 
eat the flesh and drink the blood,” 
when used figuratively among the 
Jews, as among the Arabs of today, 
meant to inflict upon a person some 
serious injury, especially by cal- 
umny or by false accusation. To in- 
terpret the phrase figuratively then 
would be to make Our Lord promise 
life everlasting to the culprit for 
slandering and hating Him, which 
would reduce the whole passage to 
utter nonsense. 

Unless the words of Christ con- 
cerning the Holy Eucharist are 
taken at their face value in their 
plain literal meaning, they become 
meaningless and incoherent. Yes, 
worse than that, Christ would be an 
Archdeceiver! For He allowed and 
encouraged and even insisted upon 
the disciples understanding Him in 
a literal manner when according to 
the non-Catholic view, He - was 
speaking in a purely figuratively 
manner. True, the words of Christ 
involve a mystery, a truth far be- 
yond our capacity fully to under- 
stand. But the Trinity and the In- 
carnation are likewise mysteries. 
We do not on that account, however, 
assign them to the scrap heap. We 
believe them on the authority of 
Christ, the Revealer. The Christian 


every doctrine involving a mystery 
were to be discarded. Science as 
well as human life are filled with 
mysteries. Why should religion be 
the solitary exception? | 


May we not believe then that the 
fair-minded reader, who has fol- 
lowed honestly and squarely the evi- 
dence thus far presented, will feel 
compelled both by the weight of the 
evidence and by the laws of logic 
to agree with the following reason- 
able conclusion? The Scriptures 
show that Christ taught the doctrine 
of the Real Presence. In accepting 
that teaching, Catholics are but 
loyal to Jesus Christ. To fail to do 
so, would be to flout the authority 
of Jesus, and to undermine the 
whole basis of the Christian faith. 
In a world where sects shrug their 
shoulders and say, “This is a hard 
saying and who can hear it?” and 
proceed to walk away, the Church 
answers the query, “Will you also 
leave me?” which Christ now ad- 
dresses to her as He did to the Apos- 
tles of old, by making her own the 
memorable reply of Peter: “Lord, 
to whom shall we go? Thou hast 
the words of eternal life.” 


THE MONKS AS LOCKSMITHS

The Benedictine monks of the Mid- 
die Ages were skilful locksmiths, and 
their work has never been surpassed 
in ingenious design or artistic execu- 
tion. There is an apostle’s lock, per- 
haps five hundred years old, the work 
of a Franciscan friar, which is per- 
fectly marvellous. It is of wrought- 
iron, and includes a most elaborate 
wreath of flowers, among which is 
concealed the spring.

SACRAMENTALS 


THE AGNUS DEI 

In every reasonable creature, 
children, there is a deep feeling of 
the supernatural. We might as well 
understand now, as well as we can, 
the Christian and Catholic mean- 
ing of those things which direct 
our attention to God, and, at times 
carry us away in our thoughts 
toward Him, and His Saints. Every 
age has its material objects that 
carry us away in holy or other- 
wise thought, according to the ob- 
jects before us. 


The words: “Agnus Dei”, mean 
the “Lamb of God”. 

All medals, crucifixes, secapulars, 
mean “amulets”, and are simply 
means of stirring us to greater 
devotion. The word Amulets is 
taken from the word “amolior”’, 
which means “I remove”. 
ing to this word, an Amulet re- 
moves danger. We do not believe 
a medal nor Agnus Dei can of it- 
self remove danger, but it serves as 
a reminder that Jesus can remove 
danger. If we believed a medal or 
Agnus Dei could remove danger of 
itself, we would be guilty of the sin 
of superstition. We do not put our 
trust in these things, but in the 
power of God Who has blessed and 
sanctified these things. 

The Agnus Dei—or piece of en- 
closed wax, is not then a supersti- 
tious thing, according to our belief 
and teaching, but a gentle remind- 
er of the “Lamb of God” Who gave 
His life for our sins. It is a Sac- 
ramental because the blessing of 
God is called down upon those who 
wear it, with proper dispositions. 
In fact it was used originally to 
strike out a superstition. 

In the time of Queen Elizabeth

Says Boy Problem 
In U. S. Has Solution 
In Don Bosco’s Plan 


Continued from page 1 
“This fact may appear surpris- 
ing at first; but it is, after all, 
merely common sense. For where 
else can the first signs of delin- 
quency appear except during play? 
The boy is not likely to go wrong 
at home. There are good homes 
and poor homes. There are honest 
parents and dishonest parents. But 
even the worst parents do not 
usually lead their children deliber- 
ately.into crime. Even the most 
unworthy parents generally feel a 
certain respect towards childhood. 
Though they may be criminals 
themselves, they usually hope ‘to 
see their children grow up decent 
citizens. 

“Nor can we blame the school. 
Even the worst schools do not de- 
liberately corrupt character... 

“No, my friends, boyhood is not 


corrupted at home nor in the class-

Deprived of Play 

“The heart of youth demands 
recreation and recreation it will 
have! Under the artificial condi- 
tions of our modern city the boy 


is too often deprived of his right) 


to healthy play. The result is most 
unfortunate. Instead of finding ex- 
citement in the healthy physical 
activity of the baseball diamond or 
basketball court he finds it in the 
morbid and clandestine stimulation 
of forbidden acts. The leisure. 
hours of the boy often spell the 
difference between fine character 
and a life of crime. 

“Now Don Bosco realized all 
these facts. Moreover, he was able 
to deal with them in practice with 
conspicuous success, He made boys’ 
play the important business of his 
life and reformed the city of Turin 
by doing so. He «joined boys in 
their games and incidentally saved 
their souls. He guessed the tre- 
mendous seriousness of boys’ play 
and this secret was the secret of 
his success. 

“Don Bosco seemed to have been 
born to be a boys’ hero. He had 
everything that youth admires— 
magnificent athletic prowess, a 
dauntless physical courage, an 
ever-ready sense of honor, an un- 
failing patience, a sympathetic 
understanding of the heart of 
youth. ... 


Life Filled With Drama 


“The life of Don Bosco was filled 
with dramatic incidents. But these 
things, after all, represent merely 
a superficial view of his life. To 
understand the man thoroughly we 
would have to understand the inner 
life of God’s saints. Whatever 
busy duties occupied Don Bosco ex- 
ternally his inner life was a life of 
prayer, a life of constant mystic 
union with God. In this life of 
prayer he found the strange power 
which seemed to open to him the 
secrets of all hearts and to bring 
the most obstinate sinners to their 
knees. In virtue of this fact he 
succeeded not merely in making 
good citizens of the boys with 
whom he came in contact, but in 
communicating to them a spark of 
his own deep religious fervor. To 
live under Don Bosco was a deep 
spiritual experience. 

“The lessons of Don Bosco’s life 
are just as true in 1933 as they 
were in 1888 when he died. The 
problems which he faced are just 
as actual in a modern American 
city as they were in Turin. For 
we too face the demoralization of 
youth under the stress of our 
quickly-growing and artificial city 
life. The only sure methods of 
meeting the problems of modern 
American boyhood are the same 
methods which Don Bosco used so 
successfully in Turin two genera 
tions ago. ... 

“Finally, we must realize that 
the boy’s play life, like every other 
part of his life, must feel the 
blessed influence of religion. It 
would be a fatal mistake to ima- 
gine that religion is necessary in 
the home and school, but not at 
play. By this statement we do not 
mean, of course, that the child 
must constantly interrupt his play 
hours to attend religious exercises. 
But we do mean that the spirit of 
play should be a_ wholesome, 
worthy, healthy thing like the 
happy play of the boy Christ at 
Nazareth. 

“It is a blessed thing that our 
present age is gradually awaken- 
ing to the importance of play. It 
is a blessed thing that such move- 
ments as the playground move- 
ment, the camping movement, the 
Boy Scouts of America, the Cath. 
olic Boys’ Brigade, the boys’ elub 
movement, are finding such a ready 
response in the generosity of our 
citizens. 

Key to Future 

“For the boy problem is the key 
to the future. When the present 
generation shall have relinquished

The word “pius” is not easy to 
render into English. “Pietas” 
‘means more than “piety;” it means 
all that loving devotion which we 
‘owe to those with whom we are 
bound by special ties of relation- 
ship.
